THE ORIGIN. 

The Vulcan Iron Foundry, the direct cause of 
all the disaster, was situated on the north side of 
the Strand, midway between Sixteenth and 
Seventeenth streets. It was the property of the 
Hulme brothers, Tbomas and Isaac. The for- 
mer recently lost bis life by an accident in the 
oil milis, and the latter conducted the business 
for himself and the widow. According to the 
statemeut of those connected with the foundry 
there had been no blasting for a week. The 
engire was, however. fired every day. There 
was not a cent of insurance on the property, 
and bence no unnecessary risks were run. 

It was between 8 and 9 o'clock last night 
when, according to his statement, Mr. W. P. 
Carroll, letter-carrier No. 4, returned to bis 
home. Mr. Carro I resides on the corner of the 
ailuy way diagonally to the rear of the foundry. 
As be passed be notice a small fire in the foun- 
dry, either under the boilers or blasting fur- 
nace. At about twenty minutes to 2 o’clock he 
was aroused and found the fire about bim. 
spreading with devastating rapidity south ward. 
Mr. Potts, who slert in the second story of the 
building. states that he retired at the usual 
hour, and was aroused by the beat and smoke. 
He escaped with his trunk through the win- 
dow. This is all that is known of the origin of 


the fire. 
THE SUFFERERS. 

Accurate charts of the burnt district were 
completed this evening, showing that the 
course of the fire was in a southeasterly direo- 
ton. Beginning at the foot of Sixteenth street, 
on the Strand, the fire crossed. Avenues C, D, 
and E. Here it worked its way to 
the enst half of the same block on 
which stands the post-office and United 
States Court. The flames threatened 
the post-office in the most aggressive manner 
and the building was hastily cleared of mail 
matter and all valuable mail was placed in 
vaults. Fortunately’ the flames spared the 
Government Building and passed onward 
toward the guif. 

At Avenue I the fire-fiend reveled in the 
stateliest mansions of the city.

The section destroyed is one of the oldest 
and most beautiful resident portions of the 
city. Awong the beavy losers quoted 
all lost magnificent libraries, statuary, 
rare works of art and virtu which cannot be 
replaced, and whose value runs up into the 
thousands. The outbuildings, fences, ctc., in 
the burned district are estimated at $100,000 

All the street-cars were bastily run out of 
the Galveston City Raudway stables, and they 
were abandoned to their fate, but as if in 
mockery at their fright the fire monster spared

During the highth of the great conflagration 
two persons were found by police lying at the 
corner of Eighteenth and the Strand in an un- 
conscious condition and removed to the hospi- 
tal, where they are slowly recovering from 
their exposure. 

Another man named John Smith was found 
dead in a wagon, corner of the Strand and Twen- 
tieth street, and taken to an undertaking es- 
tablisdment. He nas not yet been identified. 
He is supposed to nave died from heart disease 
superinduced by fright. 

Frank R. Deane, ex-County Collector, who 
has been quite ill with consumption, expired 
while being removed from nis rapidly-burning 
residence on Church street, between Sixteenth 
and Seventeenth. 

A woman far gone m pregnancy was so over- 
come dy the danger that surrounded ber that 
she prewaturely gave birth toa child and is 
lying in a critical condition tonight. 

When it was found that the flames had got 
beyond the contro! of the city fire department, 
Houston, fifty miles away, was telegraphed for 
aid, and the department of that city promptly re- 
sponded and were soon aboard cars en route to 
this city, but were fuur hours in reaching bere, 
and did not arrive until the fire had exhausted 
iteelf—the engineer, fearing that the fire was 
the work of the Knights of Labor, running 
with caution. 

Sergt. John Roberts was severely injured 
about the thigh by being caught and thrown 
by a telegraph-wire. 

Of the 41% squares consumed only forty-one 
houses were spared, and of these but few are 
of any value, 

THE INSURANCE.

a very narrow escape. For two or three 


blocks the fire traversed a com- 
paratively humble part of the city, but 
atter crossing Avenue E it was smong the best 
residences of Galveston. All the houses are 
built of wood, pointed white, and embeilishea 
with green window biinds. With the excep- 
tion of a few more wodern houses they are 
built after nearly the same pattern, two stories 
in hight, with porticos in front extending from 
the roof to the ground, only interrupted mid- 
way at the second floor by commodious bal- 
conies. The houses generally stand about ten 
feet from the sidewalk, and the area in front 
is usuaily filled with rose-bushes. Between the 
sidewalk and the driveway there is always a 
thick hedgerow of oleander-bushes, which, as 
well as the rose-bushes, are at this season in 
luxuriant bioom. The houses stand close to- 
gether, and no doubt afforded excellent fuel to 
the flames. 
JOHN R. HOXIE NOT A HEAVY LOSER. 

Hearing that John R. Hoxie was a loser to a 
considerabie extent by the Gaiveston fire, a 
TRIBUNE reporter called upon him last evening 
at his residence, corner of Forty-fifth street 
and Michigan avenue. No,“ said Mr. Hoxie, 
I didn’t lose much, for the simple reason that 
my property is unimproved with buildings. It 
is at the corner of Seventeenth street and 
Broadway, and I had a nice lot of shrubbery 
and shade and fruits trees, which of 
course.were burned. According to the dis- 
patches the fire began on the beach on the 
north side of the island and swept through to 
the south and southeast clear to the south 
shore, finally gomg out for lack of combustible 
material. I can well understand how the fire 
would sweep everything before it after 
it once got started, especially if a 
*‘nortmer’ were biowing. The houses are 
all Texas pine and dry as tinder from 
exposure to the sun. I don’t suppose there 
were more than half a dozen brick buildings 
in the burned district. Wood is usea because it 
is cooler than brick and stone, besides being 
essier to get. Most of the houses are low, 
two-story buildings, of large size and with 
wide verandas, Broadway is nearly if 
not quite 200 feet wide, and is iaid out in 
much the same style as Drexel boulevard. 
It corresponds to Euclid avenue in Cleveland 
and is celebrated for the beauty of its laws 
and shrubbery. The dwellings of the well-to-do 
in the burned districtcost probably from $10,000 
to $25,000 each, and are elegantly furnished, 
In fact, tne Galveston people devote lots of at- 
tention to the inside of their homes. They are 
given to fine silverware, furniture, 
and elegant clothes. I should think that 
the insurance companies, provided the 
loss is pretty generally insured to its full 
amount, will be out in the neighborhood of 
$3,000,000. You see, the strip two blocks deep 
by about three wide that was first burned con- 
tained a good many first and second class busi- 
ness houses; in fact, the buildings in those six 
blocks were quite valuable, to say noth- 
ing of the remainder of the buraed 
portion. The whole island is low 
and sandy and the fire department, 
which is generally regarded as pretty efficient, 
can't get around with the same rapidity that 
ours does. The water used is salt water, and 
as the island is over a mile in width I should 
suppose in a fire like this that there would be 
considerable trouble in getting a tull supply. 
Texas pine, a heavy wind, a flat island. and 
a short supply of water can easily explain why 
the fire bad pretty much its own way. It will 
be a great blow to the city to lose these dwell- 
ings. Many of them are the homes of the aris- 
tocratic rich, and years of care and thousands 
of dollars of expenditure bad made them beau- 
titul. Thiakx of a house covered with climb- 
ing roses, surrounded with rich lawns, and 
beautiful shrubbery, and as handsome inside as 
money and good taste can make it. That 
bouse cannot be replaced at once, ana has a 
value beyond mere dollars and cents, even if 
fully insured. There were many new and 
costiy bouses in the district, either just fin- 
ished or in process of construction, and some 
of them cost a pile of money.“ 


A PANIC AT CLEVELAND. 

CLEVELAND, O., Nov. 13.—At 2 o’clock this 
morning afire broke out in C. H. Foster’s 
frame block, on Middle street, near Huron 
street. The building was surrounded by 
frame tenement houses, and a scene of wild 
confusion followed the alarm of fire. Men, 
women, and children rushed into the street, 
shivering in the ooid rain in their night clothes. 
Women Shrieked tor their children, 
and for a time it looked as. though 
there would be a considerable 
life. A squad of police arrived soon 
after, however, and they soon bad the people 


quieted and the houses cleared of their occu- 


pants. A cork ler was found in the building, 
and it was feared that its owner may have 
perished. Considerable damage was incurred 
owing to the fact that in the burned building 
was located the monster engine from which six 


elevators received their power, and which will 
for the present haveto be stopped. The Na- 
tional Gas Manufacturing Company and C. H.

Good citwens, upon one hand, have demanded 
decency and justice; the McLaughiins, the 
Beatties, the riff-raff generally of ali pot-house 
creation have exhorted and threatened, 
pleaded and grown vebementin their anxiety 
for Sterling and Sterlingiem. That Collector 
Hedden has made the appointment that he has 
made is evideuce of the power of healthy pub- 
lic sentiment directed vigorously. The Col- 
leptor bas done what the civil-service reform- 
ers generally have expected him to do; few 
believed that he could have the temerity to 
dare do anything else. His awn head might 
have been in danger. One bet of $100 was

RELIEF FOR AMERICAN SHIPPING. 

The subject of Relief for American Ship- 
ping was considered at the Chamber of Com- 
merce today, where representatives of various 
commercial organizations met to exchange 
views with members of Congress on free ships, 
subsidy, and related matters. Congressmen 
Hewitt, Adams, Viele, and Dowdney were pres- 
eut. Senatur Evarta wrote an apology for ab- 
sence. 

Congressman Negley of Pittsburg took 
very advanced views. Col. Edward Hincken 
opposed the sudsidy idea. He warned the 
trade that they would be poorer for the help 
they were asking. Shipbutiding had been 
much overdone, and however many ships were 
built here the fact would soon appear that we 
cannot run them in competition with the 
“tramp’’ vessels put out by foreign ports, 
manned by the cheapest of labor. 

J. Ernest Miller opposed the subsidy proposi- 
tion. Men who live on Government pap are 
failures,” said Mr. Miller. Congressman Hew- 
itt antagonized the subsidy idea. The reason 
we bad no ships, he said, was because we could 
not get them as cheap as other nations could. 

AIDING THE PARNELL CAUSE. 

Eugene Kelly, Joseph J. O’Donobue, Miles 
O’ Brien, James Farrell, and a few other gen- 
tlemen met this evening at Delmonico’s to con- 
sider further the movement started by them 
recently to extend aid to Mr. Parnel! and bis 
associates in their efforts in Parliament for 
Ireland. The evening was spent in selecting 
200 gentlemen to constitute a committee 
for organized relief. The first meeting 
of the committee will be held Friday 
evening next. A circular will meanwhile 
be issued explaining the scope aud purpose of 
the movement. The plan generally is to give 
real lovers of Ireland an opportunity to en- 
courage the cause that Mr. Parneil espouses 
by means that will be recognized as worthy 
and legitimate. The relief contemplated by 
the committee about to organize in this city is 
to meet the need ind cated by making the item 
of expense no barrier to political ambition on 
the part of those who can most efficiently aid 
Mr. Parnell. 

MR. STANLEY’S TWO WIDOWS. 
Two wives come forward, now that Marcus 


Cicero Stanley is dead, and ciaim to be bis 


widows. Soon after this remarkable man’s 
death, in July last, a woman, who claimed to 
be Mrs. Eliza Cynthia Stanley, his lawful wife, 
applied to the Surrogate for letters of adminis- 
tration on his estate, and alleged that all the 
personal property which he bad left did not 
amount to over $500, although he was sup- 
posed to have left a large sum of money. His 
only heirs, she said, were ber 
two children and herself. The letters 
of administration were granted, but the 
ink on the Su te’s signature had hardly 
dried when the nd Mrs. Stanley appeared. 
She was Mrs. Emma L. Stanley, and in ber pe- 
tition asking for a revocation of the letters of 
administration she cimimed that she was mar- 
ried to Stanley in 1857 and that the other wom- 
an had no claim whatever to his estate, The 
Surrogate referred the case to Sherman W.

and His Great Work—Dark 
Shadows. 


The Wonderful Poem a Monument of In- 
tellectual Power—A Faithful Bi- 


ography. 


One of the finest audiences ever drawn to a 
public lecture in this city was that which as- 


gembied in Central Music-Hall last evening to 


hear the famous English author and divine, Dr. 
‘Frederick W. Farrar, Archdeacon of Westmin- 
Stor, deliver bis lecture on “Dante.” Looked 
at from a numerical standpoint, probably no 
jecturer, with the exception ol Robert G. Inger- 
oll, ever drew a jarger audience bere. Every 
seat im the ball was sold several days ago, 
and had the management 80 desired the stand- 
ing room might have been disposed of at a pre- 
mum. But looked at from a representat.ve 
gtandpoint it was probably the finest audience 


ever gathered in a Chicago  ilecture- 


pall It was as much indicative 
of the educational progress and recent intel- 
Jectual activ.ty of Chicago as it was of a desire 
to listen to Engiand’s distinguished scholar 
or heer bim expound the lte 
and teachings and immortal poems of 
Dente. The delivery of the lecture 


' ecoupied nearly two hours. and during all that 


time until the last word was spoken the im- 
mense audsence that packed the hall from 
footiig¢hts to dome followed in strained 
silence and with the closest attennon 
the Niagara of eloquence that flowed 
from the speaker's lips. Not that Canon Far- 
rar, a8 the English people love to call bim, is 
anything like the orthodox type of 
an orator. The tricks of oratory are 
ynknowa to , him—or seem to de. 
Except an occasional awkward seesaw 
movement of the leit hand his dehvery is de- 
void of gesture. He has a strong English ac- 
cent, but bis words flow out clear-cut and dis- 
tinct, as though each one were clipped 
of with a pair of shears. His tones 
are somewhat monotonous—he says the news- 
papers. with that frankness which is so char 
eoteristic of the American press,” have 
already told bim as much—but by the 
purity and clearness of bis language, the 
beauty of his imagery, the perfect construction 
and somewhat epigrammatic character of his 
sentences and his easy delivery be is abie to 
command the closest interest of his audience 
as long aS be chooses to speak. Some 
of his phrases were peculiariy strik- 
ing: as, for instance, when describing 
Dante's idea of absolute depravity be spoke of 
it as a “disemsouled body —a body all seif, 
the good or the soul all gone out- ue antithe- 
sis of a disem bod ed soul. 

In personal appearance, Dr. Farrar’s most 
striking feature is bis broad, prominent iore- 
bead. His gray eyes are small and deep-éet, 
and have an amiaple twinkle: bis nose is 
sharp enough to bear the weigbt of bis gold- 
rimmed eye-giasses without discomfort; he bas 
thin, iair bair, but he is neither bald nor gray 
it is not to be supposed he wears a wig; bis 
cleanly-sbaven tace bas a pleasant look; his 
apparel is modest; and he looks, altogether, 
like a piain scholar, who is something of an 
optimist, and not too scholastic to 
love bis lellow men or enjoy a good joke or a 
good dinner. A hearty round of applause 
which followed the incidental mention of Mr. 
Gladstone’s name seemed at first to puzzle and 
then to delight the speaker. He was referring 
to Gladstone’s eviogium of Dante’s works— 
in which the statesman said he bad found not 
only a life-loue interest and a life-long pieas- 
ure, but aiso a life-long strength—wheu the in- 
terruption occurred.

THE LECTURE. 

At 8:16 Archdeacon Farrar stepped on the 
platform, accompanied by J. W. Doane, and 
was received with mud applause. Mr. Doane 
briefiy introduced the iecturer as Engiana’s 
most eminent divine, Canon Farrar, Arcb- 
deacon of Westminster.” Dr. Farrar began with 
some introductory remarks on the severity of 
bis lecture and the criticisms, press and other- 
wise, to which it bad been subjected in Ameri- 
ca. One literary cr.tic bad said the speaker's 
ideas of Dante were all wroug, that Dante was 
a political teacher. Having gune over from the 
Gueiphs to the Ghibelines was proof 
that Dante was a mugwump and the father of 
mugwumps. “My views.“ suid the speaker, 
are Dante's own views of bis teachings and 
aims. In speaking of Dante 1 shall 
speak to you of the life and teachmes 
of one of the greatest—perbaps I should say 
the grenatest—poets that ever lived. He saw 
with eagle's eye undazzied. He trod on 
heaven's azure unfaitermg. Such a poet 
is peculiarly fitted to teach this age 
and to jash its favorit vices. There is no func- 
tion which poets can fulfill which is at all com- 
parable to their privilege of raising humanity 
to the higher leveis. Nations that possess such 
poets as Dante and Miiton ought never to de- 
generate. Wordsworth said: 

“Milton, thou should’st be living at this hour! 

“England hath need of thee.

CANON FARRAR’S VIEWS ON ENGLISH POL- 
ITICS. 

By the Lake Shore train from Syracuse yes- 
terday morning Canon F. W. Farrar, Dean of 
Westminster, arrived in this city at 10:30 and 
was driven to the residence of Mr. J. W. Doane 
at No. 1827 Prairie avenue. Dr. Farrar will be 
the guest of Mr. Doane during bis stay in the 
city, which will not exceed three days. The 
object of the visit was to deliver two lectures 
one on Dante and the other on Browu- 
ing’s Poems.“ From here ne goes to Indian- 
apolis, thence to Milwaukee, and back to Chi- 
cago. On his return to Chicago it is said that 
be will deliver a sermon in Trinity Episcopal 
Church. 
yesterday ant seemed a little weary of his 
travels. At 1 o'clock he lunched witha party 
of invited guests at Mr. Doane’s. He then 
took a drive lasting an bour, after which be 
settled down to the work of ;evising his manu- 
script for his address in the evening. 

In the course of a short conversation held at 
the residence of Mr. Doaue Dr. Farrar ex- 
pressed his sentiments on the all-important 
question in Engiand of church disestabiisb- 
ment and disendowment. He deciared himseif 
opposed to the idea, asserting that the Anglican 
Church is domg a work ot infinit value and 
that its power would be weakened in many 
places by disestablishment. He declared 
that the Church of England had never 
been established at al; that it was 
older than the State, oder than the Crown, 
older than the Houses of Parliament. It had 
therefore struck deep fibres into the whole na- 
tional ife of England. The disestublishwent 
of a church that bad lasted for centuries in- 
volved very different questions from those 
which would be raised by the propused dises- 
tabliehment of a church in a new nation. 
W bile it did not cause the most trivial practical 
grievance io any person or sect, its position 
enabled it to reach all classes irrespective of 
their religious tenets and exclus.vely for their 
advantage. Disendowment was altogether 
avother matter. It would affect lay property- 
owners as weil as the church. Many of the 
great titles bad been appropriated by the reo 
tors, who were simply landowners. The dis- 
endowment of these would interfere with the 
laws of property ali over the Kingdom. 

His attention being called to the nonrcon- 
tormists, who seem to bold that the position of 
the ciergy would be elevated socially by the 
loss of prestige which they supposed would be- 
fali the Angiican clergy after its aisestablisb- 
ment, he said be believed this to be an entire 
mistake. The present standing of the clergy 
of ali denominations was elevated by the po- 
sition accorded the Angiican ciergy, and if the 
Anglican Church should be lowered ali would 
be lowered. In reference to the question 
whether church disestablishment would affect 
the Protestant success:on to the throne, he 
answered that be supposed that a consequence 
of disestabiishment would bea repeai of the 
Marriage law, and that thereafter the na- 
uon would not inquire into the sovereigu's 
religious opinions. He thought that another 
consequence of such disestablishment might be 
that clefgymen holding extreme opinions one 
way or another might bave a greater tendency 
to break away from the church. 

As to the opposition of the Churchot Rome, 
he thought that infinitesimally small as 
against atheism and infidelity. The Church of 
Engiand, although different in many respects 
from the Church of Rome, still regarded it as 
a church which held Angiican creeds in all es- 
sential particulars, and each church welcomed 
the good works of the other.

Par.ADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 13.—At the meet- 
ing of the Board of Church Extension of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church today the Commit- 
tee on Foreign Cosrespondence reported that 
the “committee had carefuily considered the 
application for assistance from Ger- 
many and Switzerland and from Iodia, 
and respectfuliy report, first, that, inasmuch 
as the Missionary Society bas heretofore made 
provision for the procurement of church prop- 
erty in our foreign mission fields, any ald from 
this country needed for such purposes 
should be furnished, as heretofore, by the 
Missionary Society as our mission au- 
thorities may determine; second, that. 
inasmuch as our foreign conferences 
are organized under the same provisions of 
discipline with those of this country, we reo 
ommend that this General Committee make 
the amount asked for church extension and 
the appropriations authorized equa! to the same 
as in the case of some of the German cenfer- 
ences in this country, and that the Board 
of Church Extension authorize the various 
conference boards to distribute such amounts 
as may be collected within their own boards 
in accordance with their juagment, reporting 
their action to the parent board for recognition 
in the annual reports.” 

This report gave rise to an extended discus- 
sion, and was finally laid on the table.

pal extracts: 


A STARTLING COMMUNICATION. 

I will direct your attention to some facts in re- 
gard to the German work. The large amounts 
received from and donated to several of the Ger- 
man conferences jed me to inguire of some of 
your members for an explanation. To my great 
surprise 1 iearned that no money was received 
from or donated to the Germans; that the Ger- 
mans were allowed to collect and distribute their 
moneys without the intervention of your board; 
eo that when you claim as a part of your 
work the collection of $19,592 in 1883 from the 
Germans, you swell your receipts to that amount 
beyond the truth, and by so doing swell your col- 
lections to $108,433, when in fact you collected only 
$88.841. Im 1884 your claim of having col- 
lected $108,759 must be reduced by deducting 
513.171 collected by the Germans, leaving your 
entire collections but $59,688. Again, in your re- 
port for 18838 you elaim to have given to the Ger- 
mans $20 693, making your total donations 894.548. 
when, in fact, your donations were but 873.855, as 
you had nothing whatever to do with the $20,693, 
which the Germans disposed of themselves. 

Excuse me if I suggest that this method of 
swelling your accounts would not be thought 
honest in the business world.

He accuses the board of being careiess in man- 
agement and refers in sarcastic terms to that 
part of the board’s report which states that it 
has $70,000 in ** marketable securities, or, as 
be understands it, stocks. 

At the afternoon session no action was taken 
on Mr. Price's paper. Dr. Kynett, who has 
been for fifteen years the executive officer of 
the society, said tonight: As the paper is in 
the bands of the special committee Ido not 
care to discuss its merits, although the charges 
can be easily disposed of. Mr. Price has been 
a bitterenemy of the society from the begin- 
ning.

Among the 
horses were some very fine and valuable 
animals educated to the saddle. In points 
of grace, beauty of outline, ana silken gloss 
they could scarcely be outshone by the genuine 
Arabian breed. It was also refreshing to note 
that their riders understood the bigh art of 
equestriansbip.

OBITUARY. 


EX-SENATOR WILLIAM SHARON. 

San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 13.—[Special.]— 
Ex-Senator Sharon died this afternoon at 3:30. 
He had been for more than a week hovering 
between life and death. His lower limbs were 
gangrened, and his stomach could contain no 
food. By injections of nutriment and liberal 
doses of opiates he was kept alive. His vitali- 
ty was wonderful, and, although he was unable 
to move, bis mind was clear until today. 
This morning, for tne first time, he showed 
that his mental power was failing. 
Just before 3 o'clock Fred Sharon, the only son, 
noticed a sudden change in bis father’s condi- 
tion and hastily summoned the family to the 
bedside. At 38 o'clock Sharon opened his eyes, 
eagerly appeared to know his wants. The dy- 
ing man smiled faintly and whispered, “ Well, 
Ki,” in a tone which seemed to say nothing 
more could be dove for him. His end was 
painless and he seemed to drop into a sleep. 
In bis dying moments he was attended by 
all bis relatives on this coast and some of 
his particular friends. Among tbose present 
were his son, Fred Sharon; his nephews, Will 
lam and Clarence Sharon; his sister, Mrs. Davis 
of San José; F. G. Newlands, Mr. and Mrs. 
Thorne, and Dre. MeNulty and Lane. Fred 
Sharon, who bad watched by bis father’s bed- 
side for a week with but little rest, appeared 
utterly prostrated, Sharon will be buried 
Monday from Grace Church ia this city. It is 
said he left directions for the payment of a 
number of bequests to charity out of bis 
estate. 

[William Sharon was born in Smitnfeld, O., and 
was about 55 years old at the time of bisdeath. 
He was fairly educated, and adopted the 
law as his profession. After some years 
he removed to Nevada, where he began business 
as a bunker. He afterwards became a trustee 
of the Bank of California, San Francisco, and 
amassed his great wealth by silver-mining in Ne- 
vada. He was elected a United States Senator for 
Nevada in 1876, and was succeeded by James Grabam 
Fair Mareh 4, 1881. He went through the 
form of pretending to serve one term in 
the Senate, but the financial troubles 
upon the Pacific coast following the failure of the 
Bank of California kept him occupied there. For 
two winters of his term he never put in an ap- 


two of his service that he made 
any pretense of performing bis Senatorial duties. 
His Senatorial career was, perhaps, less remark- 
able than the notoriety given tis name in conse- 
quence of nis position as defendant in a sensational 
divoree suit before the Superior Court, San Fran- 
cisco. The plaintiff in the case was Sarah 
Althea Hill, 

and sought to de divorced from 

husband in consequence of his alleged de- 
sertion and other alleged marital unfaithfuiness, 
Great interest was manifested in the trial, which 
developed a mass ot somewhat highly-tiavored 
testimony. Mrs. Hill won the case, but it was ap- 
pealed and never finally settled. ; 

Mr. Sharon’s wife ise dead, but he leaves several 
grown-up caildren: The provisions of the deed of 
trust executed by ex-Senator Sharon are as fol- 
lows: He estimates the valine of his estate at 
$15.000,000 and apportions it as follows: One- 

to Fred W. Sharon, one-third to 
Lady Hesketh, née Fiom Shuron, one- 
twelfth to Frank G Newlands, three-twelfths to 
three children of Newlands.

THE PHILOSOPHY OF STRIKES, 

A littie book entitled Work and Pay,” 
written by Dr. Watt, contains a computation 
of the time that a striker, if successful, must 
work at the advanced wages in order to re- 
cover the sum lost by him while idle. Sup- 
pose the strike be for 5 per cent increase. It 
will take twenty times the number of idle 
days to recoyer the lost ground. If only one 
week be oecgpied in the struggle before it be 
crowned with success it will take nearly five 
months of work at the advanced wages to get 
even, suppoging that the exnenditures of the 
week be the 
In reality 


the reverse of this occurs, 
of funds. 

This way Of stating the case is a very mild 
one. We may say that it is actually unfair. 
It takes no account of the risk that the strike 
will not be a success. That risk is at least 
50 per cent, making the average time of re- 
covering from the effects of a strike nearer 
to a year than to five months on each week 
of idleness undertaken to secure a 5 per cent 
increase of wages. The risk is still further 
enhanced by the probability of loss to the 
employer, which ultimately tells on the 
workman, even if it do not proceed to the 
length of crippling the former so much that 
he is forced to let the latter go. The possi- 
bility of this is in many cases fully an- 
other 50 per cent, as the workers are 
certainly not better able than the 
man for whom they work to tell whether or 
not the business can be conducted in compe- 
tition with others when handicapped by the 
extra weight imposed. That they do not al- 
ways judge intelligently in this respect is 
shown by a few general cases and a host of 
minor ones. Among the formér we may 
cite the example of Preston in Lancashire, 
England, which was ruined by a strike oc- 
curring there some thirty years ago. The 
struggle lasted several months; and during 
that time the business of the manufacturers 
went elsewhere, not to return fér many 
years. An instance on a still larger scale is 
afforded by the industries of Great Britain as 
a whole. They have been crippled by the 
competition of, other countries chiefly, as it 
would seem, because the trades-unions have 
raised the rate of wages to so high a point 
that the cost of production of the staple ar- 
ticles has been increased more thay the busi- 
ness will bear and thrive when so many oth- 
ers are striving for the opportunity of selling 
the goods that form the staple productions of 
the Engtish factories. : 

In this country we have had but one really 
successful strike; and in that instance the 
blow was struck by other than the workers. 
We refer to the struggle of more than twenty 
years ago for the abolition of slave labor. 
Even that magnificent result was achieved 
only at an immense cost. In most other 
cases the loss to all concerned has been out 
of all proportion to the advantage sought to 
be gained. The strike of the telegraph oper- 
ators in this city a couple of years ago 
almost blocked the business of the Board of 
Trade for over a month, to say nothing of 
the interruptions in other lines of effort. 
The strike among the miners of the Hocking 
Valley, which began June 27 of last year, 
has been figured up as follows for resultant 
losses: By members ot the Board of Trade 
and coal companies, $1,630,000; by business- 
men outside the board, $350,000; by treights 
to railroads centering at Columbus, 81, 100, 
000; by furnaces in the valley, $225,000; 
total, $3,300,000, besides losses in other ways 
of corresponding magnitude. The direct loss 
to the City of Columbus alone is estimated 
to have exceeded $3,500,000, 

The pitched battle between labor and 
eapital is seldom.a success, even when it ap- 
pears to be so. Generally the result costs 
more to the victor than it is worth, while to 
the other side it isa loss indeed, and some- 
times amounts to the virtual ruin of both. 
The difficulty genérally arises from entertain- 
ing the mistaken idea that labor is not a mar- 
ketable article in the sense in which that 
term is applied to other commodities, and 
should not be subjected to the fluctuations in 
value whieh arise from variations in the ratio 
ef supply to demand, The trades-unionist 
would be among the first to kick if he were 
obliged to buy all his goods at one store when 
another near by offered him equally good 
articles for less money, or if the grocer 
should charze him the same price for brown 
sugar as for white, or for poor coffee as for 
the best. Yet this is in effect whatis in- 
sisted on by the trades-unions when they 
ask that only certain men shall be employed 
and that.all those men shall be paid at the 
same rate for a day’s labor, when one of them 
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hibitory law by the municipal authorities at 
Council Bluffs, has its counterpart in every 
large town in that State. In other places the 
authorities simply wink at the violation of 

law; but in Council Bluffs the Mayor 
and City Council encourage, protect, and de- 
fend the nullifiers, granting them full abso- 
lution from the statutes of the State on con- 
dition that they pay into the city treasury 
certain prescribed fées. Although the viola- 
tion of the Prohibitory law may be no more 
general in Council Bluffs than in the other 
cities, the example set by the local authorities 
in aiding and abetting lawlesness is infinitly 
worse, In Council Binffs the law is apenly 
defied, while in other large towns it is quietly 
evaded or ignored, and the consequence is 
that in all the cities of the State the in- 
operative Prohibitory law is working deplor- 
able effects in teaching disregard of law, and 
the rebellion at Council Bluffs is only a few 
degrees worse than in other places. 

All the cities of Iowa, with the exception 
of Des Moines, Muscatine, and Cedar Rapids, 
voted against prohibition. After the Pro- 
hibitory law was carried by the vote of the 
rural portion of the State the cities did not 
change their attitude in any respect. Even 
in those cities where a small majority of the 
voters favored prohibition it has been found 
impossible to enforce the law, and the 
saloons are now in full blast, especially in 
Muscatine, while loud complaints are made 
of the increased taxes resulting from the loss 
of the revenue formerly Jerived from license 
taxation. In Dubuque, Council Bluffs, 
Davenport, Clinton, Lyons, Burlington, 
Sioux City, Ottumwa, and Keokuk the law 
has been a dead letter and inoperative 
from the first. Council Bluffs defies the law, 
while the other places are content to ignore 
it, and in the meantime the statute finds its 
only enforcement in the small villages and 
rural portions of the State. 

The deplorable effects of impracticable 
prohibition are most signally illustrated at 
Council Bluffs, where the authorities have 
not only licensed liquor-selling, but have 
taken thé same course in regard to prostitu- 
tion and gambling. Where one law is openly 
and notoriously defied it is preposterous to 
expect that much respect will be shown for 
others. If one set of men can violate a law 
with impunity others will claim the same 
privilege; and the worst effect of coercive 
teetotalism in ant}-prohbibition places is that 
it foments & general feeling of contempt for 
law. Asex-Congressman Sapp of Council 
Bluffs well says, the Prohivitory law at- 
tacked the habits of men who were naturally 
patriotic and poisoned them against the laws 
of their country.” It is impossible for the 
minority to force teetotalism on an unwilling 
community which resists the coercion by re- 
belling against the authority of the law 
itself. 

In the liquor rebellion at Council Bluffs 
the saloonkeepers do not stand alone. They 
have the support of all the drinkers, mod- 
erate or immoderate, habitual or occasional, 
constituting a large majority of the com- 
munity; and it happens that these classes, 
united, hold the coercive power of the com- 
munity and are able to nullify the sumptuary 
law at will. Thus it is invariably true that 
a community whieh votes against prohibition 
cannot and will not be coerced into obeying 
it by practicing teetotalism, and the attempt 
only results in poisoning men against the 
laws. Nosuch difficulties attend the enforce- 
ment of a high-license law. The drink- 
ers, not regarding the law as aimed at them, 
are perfectly willing that a high tax should 
be levied on the saloons and paid into the 
public treasury, and the saloonists, standing 
alone, are wholly without power to defy the 
high-tax law and are forced tosubmit. Yet 
while high license does not attempt to coerce 
the drinkers it tends to restrict liquor- 
selling, and is, in fact, partial prohibition. 
In any community where prohibition is im- 
possible high license furnishes all the restric- 
tion and regulation that can be enforced. 
The amount of the tax, starting with a mini- 
mum of $1,000, may be fixed according to the 
sentiment of the community and carried up 
gradually to any desired point. With pro- 
hibition as the rule for the villages and rural 
portions of the State, and the local option of 
high license of not less than $1,000 for the 
cities—preferring it to abortive prohibition 
—lowa would have all the prohibition that 
could be en forced; and a flexible law of this 
character would adjust itself to the changes 
of public sentiment. Sentiment is growing 
in favor of this idea, and there is no doubt 
that such a law will furnish the final solu- 
tion of the liquer problem in Iowa. The 
State will not be content with prohibition 
and free whisky in spots and a deplorable 
nullification of law in all the large towns. 


A PROUD DAY FOR UNULE REMUS. 

The election next week in Atlanta, Ga., to 
decide whether the people of that wide-awake 
city want prohibition has developed an ex- 
cited canvass, the most notable feature of 
which is the deference paid to the negro. 
The colored brother for once is in clover up to 
his chin, and, it is needless to say, is enjoy- 
ing the blossoms. ‘The contrast between the 
style in which he has been shoved aside 
hitherto, and ordered to keep his distance 
from the ballot-boxes, and that in which he 
is now coddled and cajoied by whisky Demo- 
crats on one hand and prohibition Democrats 
on the other, for the sake of his vote, is an 
extraordinary one. It was but the other day 
that the Governor of the State declared that, 
much as he regretted it, the fact remained. 
that the Democracy of Georgia were opposed 
to negro suffrage. and that, in the face of 
such a public sentiment and such radical race 
antipathy, it was useless to hope that they 
could have an unrestricted right of suffrage. 
If the Gevernor’s statement were to be taken 
literally it would seem that the Democrats 


could not be induced to touch a negro with a 


pair of tongs, and yet these same negro- 
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white sort has been dealt aut, and are flock- | 


and are inviting him on Change and consult- 
ing with him as to the best methods of de- 
veloping the material resources of Atlanta.

The whites have 
paid no regard to it, but have rushed across 
the antipathy-cordon pell-mell and flung 
themselves into the astonished arms of the 
colored brother and are caressing him with 
as much zest as if he were an intimate and 
long-lost relative, which perhaps in some 
cases he is, for in family affairs hitherto the 
color-line has been somewhat loosely drawn. 
It is a proud day for Uncle Remus, and the 
old man steps very high, for it looks to him 
as if the day of jubilo had come. 

No one will blame the temperance and 
anti-temperance Bourbons for giving the col- 
ored brother this surprise party; but how 
would it have been if the Republicans of 
Georgia had made overtures of this sort to 


him in one of their political canvasses? | 


How promptly they would have been ostra- 
cized in Atlanta and bulldozed in the rural 
districts! How much we should have read 
in the Bourbon newspapers of the incendiary 
efforts of white Republicans to arouse race 
antagonisms! How vigorous would have 
been the denunciations of their attempt to 
wave the bloody shirt! All over this coun- 
try there would have been a concerted Bour- 
bon howl and yawp at the infamous course 
of the Black Republicans. These same 
Bourbons, who are now gushing and slobber- 
ing over the colored brother, begging, coax- 
ing, and imploring him to vote, and over- 
whelming him with theiy adulation, would 
have madé it red-hot for them and their 
colored allies by every device of cunning and 
by every brutality of force known to the bull-.

Tue Michigan Supreme Court filed an 
opinion Oct. 14 pronouncing the Detroit elee- 
tion unconstitutional on the grounds that the 
act forbade the election judges to be taken all 
from one party, as has been the practice of 
the Democratic gang that rules the Detroit 
Council. But, seeing the apparent absurdity 
and weakness of their argument, the Michi- 
gan court falls back as a make-weight upon 
a provision of their Constitution which pro- 
vides an oath of office which is to bé taken by 
certain officers before they can enter upon 
the duties of their office, and then declares 
that ‘‘ no other oath, declaration, or test shall 
be required as a qualification.” 

The word test in this connection, as every 
intelligent man knows, is taken from the En- 
glish Test acts, where a man was required 
before entering upon the duties of his office 
to subscribe and swear to a statement that he 
held certain religious or political opinions. 
What is meant by the word qualification is 
that before entering upon his office he must 
take a certain oath prescribed. 

Neither the Detroit Election law nor our 
Election law requires he Commissioners or 
judge of election to swear that he is a Re- 
publican or Dem@erat in order to qualify for 
his office, It simply provides that the Coun- 
ty Judge in one case and the Commissioners 
in another shall select two persons of four 
persons from each of the leading pollit- 
cal parties. When such person qualifies he 
is not required to take an oath that he is a 
Republican or Democrat or that he belongs | 
to any party. No test is required of him. 

With the same propriety could it be claimed 
that a Judge or member of the Legislature 
was ineligible if he were elected upon a Re- 
publican or Democratic. ticket, for certainly 
hecomes to the office voted for upon a ticket 
headed Republican or Democrat, and he is 
selected because he belongs to one party or 
to the other; but be is not required to take an 
oath or subscribe a test when he qualifies 
that he is a Républican or Democrat. No 
person elected upon a partisan ticket could 
hold an office if the word test should be 
construed in any such sense as the Michigan 
court construes it. 

While the persons upon whom the duty is 
imposed to select such election officers would 
not dare to disregard such provisions in their 
selection, yet, as every intelligent person 
knows, such provisjons are always held by 
the courts to be ‘tory, and not mandatory, 
and their disobedience would not in.erfere

YOUNG CONNELLY’S THRILLING STORY 

ABOUT UH10’8 HOUSE OF REFUGE STREN-

Younrastown, O., Nov. 18.—[8pecial.}—The 
story published in yesterday’s papers from 
Cleveland, in which Charley Connelly, recently 
discharged from the Toledo House of Kefuye, 
relates his experience at that institution, ex- 
cited considerabie comment in this city. Con- 
nelly is well known bere, having been sent to 
the refuge from this place. He was the bad 
boy of this city, his father being utterly un- 
“Happy Jack,” as his 
father was called, was an oid-time minstrel 
performer, and until recently kept a saloon 
here.

REPORTS FROM THE SOLDIERS’ HOME. 
The annual report of the President of the 
Board of Commissioners of the Soldiers’ Home 
covers the period from Oct. 1, 1884, to Sept. 30, 
1886. The disbursements during the year were 
$243,468, including $72,531 expended tor the 
new aunet building and fer other permanent 
improvements. One hundred and ninety-two 
soldiers received their original ad- 
mission to the home during the year for which 
this report is made, which is one less than the 
number admitted the preceding year. The 
number of men who in any g ven period seek 
the benefits of the home directly after leaving 
‘the service is a very small percentage of those 
discharzed from the army in the same period 
under circumstances which appear to give 
them aright to those benefits. In the year 
ended June 30 there were 833 soidiers dis- 
from the army for disabili- 
ty. and yet only sevoenty-four of them 
entered the dome in the same year. 
There bas been, says the report, a very great 
inerease in drunkenness amongst the inmates 
@uring the year, the cause for which is laid at 
the door of the ex'sting law for the disposition 
of the pension money of inmates. About one 
tenth of the pensioners assign their pension to 
relatives. The other nine-tenths, on whose ac- 
count more than $10,000 is paid quarterly to 
the treasurer of the home, are permitted to 
Graw small sums from time to time, while the 


pensioner woen he ie discharged becomes the 
ole object in leaving the home. In a iew da s 
the money is squandered and the Commission- 
are askea to admit a destitute old soldier to 
benefits of the nome. It is conceived to be

Both made 
satisfactory progress, and will have several six- 
inch guns finished ere long. The forgings for 
eight-inch guns,to be machined by these com- 


‘panies, have just arrived from Sir Joseph Whit- 


worth & Co.’s. Manchester, England. Two addi- 
tional chase-rings for each of the eight-inch guns 
of the Atlanta and Boston have recentiy been 
ordered from the Midvaie Steel Company, and are 
yet to be received, after which these guns can be 
speedily finished. The broadside carriages of the 
Atianta and Boston are all finished, the Barbette 
carriages being pusbed as rapidly as possible. The 
seurch-light outfits are ail received. 

Commander Sicard says: 

The third-rate sbips last built are good sea boats, 
and in most important respects are good exampies 
of the best class of wooden veasels. They wili last 
some years, and must be depended upon to Jo most 
of the work of the navy until a sufficient number of 
new ships are built. It appears desirable that they 
should receive modern armament, as the impres- 
sion they produce without it is slight. There are 
eight of the class referred to, but the bureau has 
submitted estimates for six, assuming two may be- 
come unserviceable before the armament could be 
prepared. 

The report embodies a letter from the In- 
spector of Ordnance in charge of the proving- 
ground at Adnapolis setting forth the unsuit- 
ability of the position fora proving ground. 
The bureau caused to be made three auto- 
mobile torpedoes on the design of Capt. John 
A. Howell, U. S. N. Trials were made with 
two in the Potomac and Newport Harbors 
showing that they possess valuable qualities. 
The purchase of aswi.t torpedo-boat from one 
of the celebratea makers abroad is again urged 
as a model. * 

NEW FIELDS FOR CLAIM AGENTS. 

Having worked the Union soidiers and 
Northern claimants pretty thoroughly, the 
claim agents are seeking new fields for their 
enterprise in the South. A firm in this city is 
mailing circulars to Confederate soldiers in- 
forming all those who were pressed or drafted 
into the Confederate army that they have a 
claim against the United States. The argu- 
ment used is to the effect that the United 
States sbouid afford protection to its citi- 
zens at home abroad, and faum in 
this the parties who suffer by its fail- 
ure can collect damag¢es. A man 
drafted into the Confederate service did 
not bear arms against the United States will- 
ingly, and the supposition is that be would not 
bud the Federal Government performed its 
duty. The claim agent says that a demand can 
be made for the time served in the Confederate 
army and forall losses sustained by such com- 
puisory service. Those who are included in 
this class are invited to forward $5 lor the ex- 
penses to be incurred in preparing their claims, 
at the same time receiem an assurance that 
the movement will be successful. 


THE RAILROAD COMMISSIONER’S REPORT. 

The report of the Commissioner of Railroads 
has been handed to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. It is awaited with more than ordinary 
jnterest, as it is the first declaration of the Ad- 
ministration upon the subject of the reguia- 
tion of raiiroads. Those who expect to find 
in it anything very aggressive against the land- 
grant railway system will be disappointed. It 
follows the course of the reports which 
have preceded it, and makes no new departure 
ia the character of the arrangement of statis- 
tical statements presented. The most impor- 
tant part ie that which relates to the bonded 
period. Commissioner Johnston bodily adopts 
dations contained in the bill of 
Senator Hoar, as reported by the Senate 
Finance Committee in the last Congress, the 


text of the bill being incorporated in the re- 


port and recommended to the Secretary of the 
Interior. The bill provides for the extension 
of the bonded period sixty years and for a di- 
vision of the payments into the sinkimg fund 
into 120 semi-annual installments, bearing in- 
terest at 3 per cent. These payments are 
graded from neurly 82.500, 000. and differ trom 
the Thurman act payments in not veing whoi- 
ly due within thirty years, as now required. 


VAPITAL GOSSIP. 

The Chief of the Bureau of Statistics reports 
the total values of the exports ot - breadstuffs 
from the United States as foiiows: October, 
1585, $10,225,847; October, 1884, $11,772,506. 
Ten montbs ended Oct. 31, 1886, 8112. 569, 595; 
for 1884, 5122. 469. 039. He also reports the ex- 
ports of domestic cotton from the United 
States as toliows: October, 1885, 607,921 bales, 
worth $30,369,184; October, 1884, 563,421 bales, 
worth $28,223,292. 

Several Western members ot Congress have 
expressed a determination to advocate retalia- 
tory legisiation of some sort against countries 
that discriminate against or prohibit the im- 
portation of American pork.

vention. But the curious fact in this contest 
to the layman is that the only admitted differ- 
ence between the German invention of 1863, 
which was never heard of in this country un- 
til loug after the Bell patent was issued and 
the Blake transmitter was adopted, is prac- 
tically identical with the Blake transmitter 
with the single exception of the use of a bit ot 
carbon. 
THE HEARING RESUMED. 

The bearing of the telephone cases was re- 
sumed before Secretary Lamar today. Mr. 
Beckwith, counsel for the National Improved 
Telephone Company, stated that he was pree- 
ent during the Pittsbure trial only as a specta- 
tor, and had no pecuniary interest therein. 
But as a spectator his recollection differed ma- 
terially from the statement made by Mr. Star- 
row yesterday. In that trial Mr. Starrow. made 
a full exposition of the case, but before the de- 
fendants had an opportunity to reply the Judge 
applied the judicial tourniquet, and said that, 
on account of judicial courtesy 
the courtesy which should be observed 
between Judges of different circuits, he 
would not consider the question of legality or 
the construction of Bell’s patent open for dis- 
cussion, on an application for a preliminary 
injunction, and that unless there was in the in- 
strument used by the defendants something in 
the construction that carried it out of simi- 
larity with the instruments proceeded against, 
then, for the purpose of a preliminary iajunc- 
tion, the matter was settled. 

In answer to Mr. Young Mr. Starrow de- 
clined to produce the contracts calied for by 
the defense Tuesday last unless the Secretary 
should signity a desire to have them produced. 
Upon an int mauon from the Seeretary that he 
would like to see the papers Mr. Starrow 
agreed io produce them. 

Mr, Humpbreys wished to have included in 
the records the patents of Hughes, Edison, and 
others, and various file wrappers and papers 
from the Patent-Office records, and we evi- 
agence was duly aamitted. He also read an 
affidavit by President Goodwin of the Globe 
Company testifying to Meucci’s extreme pov- 
erty; that Meucci was opposed by the Ameri- 
can Bell Telephone Company through the in- 
stitution of a suit against bim; and that the 
Bell Company, through its attorney, had en- 
deavorec to purchase and acquire the ciaims 
of Meucci. 

Mr. Starrow replied briefly to the affidavits. 
He said that be had put in asworn steno- 
graphic report of the Pitteburg trial. In 
answer to the allegation that the Beil Company 
had attempted to buy Meucci’s claim, he said 
that he could produce letters to show that the 
Bell Company had been inv.ted to come to 
Philadelphia to negotiate with the Globe Com- 
pany and bad sent down a representetive, but 
the Meuc people had deciined to show him 
anything and he returned no wiser than he 
came. 

Mr. Beckwith inquired if he would be per- 
mitted to put in a counter-afiidavit, sworn to by 
five men, to tha effect that no suen invitation 
had been extended by the Giobe Company; 
that the Beil people called upon Mr. Goodwin 
and associates and spoke of millions of mouey; 
and chat the men representing the G.obe Com- 
pany had drawn their watches and given the 
Bell representatives twenty minutes to leave. 

In answer to an inquiry by the Secretarr, Mr. 
Ganett said that if it was deemed 
desirable the petitioners would cause tests to 
be made of the workings of the various mode.s 
submitted in evidence. If the other side as- 
sailed their testimony as to the workings of 
the models, he would like to put in expert tes- 
timony in anewer. The Secretary expressed a 
preference for affidavits rather than oral ex- 
pert testimony, which, be said, always had the 
effect of stampeding him. 

Mr. Starrow expressed a wish to put in an 
affidavit by an expert. Touching this une of 
procedure the Secretary said that ‘the case 
would resolve itself into a question of expert 
testimony, and no doubt both sides could pro- 
duce evidence to sustain their respective cases. 

The counsel for the Bell company expressed 
adesire to examine and test the modeis sub- 
mitted by the other side, and a long discussion 
took place between the opposing counsel as to 
the custody of the models. 

The Secretary rather impatiently desired the 
men to come to an agreement. If they could 
not do that be would require the models to be 
examined in his presence. 


ARJIUMENTS TO BRGIN TODAY. 

After some discussion it was decided to be- 
gin the arguments tomorrow. Secretary Lamar 
warned the attorneys that they must be brief, 
as he expected to finish the case this week. 

Mr. Bakewell, who was of counsel for the 
detense in the Pittsburg case, made a state- 
ment touching the proceedings in that case. 
He said the court had declined to go into the 
question of the validity of the Bell patent. 
Mr. Bakewell had offered to prove that the

Mr. Dickerson pointed out that Mr. Bake- 
well’s patent placed the Pittsburg court in a 
very disagreeable light. He appealed to Mr. 
Bakewell to try to remember whether Judge 
McKennan had not said that if Mr. Starrow 
would acknowledge that the Reiss telephone 


would tranemit speech then be would deny the 


injunction, and that Mr. Starrow had declined 
to make any suco admission. Mr. Bakewell 
admitted that such statement had been made, 
but said it referred to another occasion, and 
he persisted in bis first statement.

THE LAST HOURS, 

At II o'clock the three condemned men lay 
down on their cots and endeavored to go sleep, 
being watched over by the two priests and the 
death-waich. Before gomg to sleep Gelardi 
ordered break! ast for himself and companions 
for 8 o'clock, the meal to consist of white- 
fish fried in oll, eggs tried in oii, 
brotied partridges, potatoes fried in oil, 
toast, and coffee. At 11:15 the two priests lay 
down on cots near the condemned to take 
some rest, as Father Moretti will say mass for 
the men in the library at 7 o'clock this morn- 
ing and administer to them the Holy Eucharist 
for the last time. They will be prepared for 
mass and communion by Father Tonigsi. 

THE SEEKERS AFTER PASSES. 

The Sheriff's office was swarmed again all 
day yesterday with a persistent mob of 
seekers after passes to the execution. In 
vain Execution Ulerk Harper locked the door 
leading from the main office to the 
Sheriff's private office and told them 
that no passes would be given. 
The Sheriff waa not about the Court-House all 
day, but the mob got at Chief-Deputy Matson 
and Chief-Cierk Gleason through back doors 
and windows, and biocked every inch of stand- 
ing-room. Toward eventing the crowd grew 
more dense and took absolute control of the 
office, and the aid of some city policemen had 
to be called in requisition to remove the pests. 

THE CRIME. 

When the Chicago express arrived at Pitis- 
burg, Pa., at 7:30 a. m. May 1 the -baggage- 
men found in a trunk the dead body of a 
man skillfully tied together with a rope. 
From a money-order for $25 found in the vest 
pocket it was concluded that his name was 
Filippo Caruso of Chicago. May 6 Edward 
Semple, 1 trunk-dealer at No. Soo 
West Madison street, identified the trunk 
as one he sold to two Italians at 
10 a. m. April 31. A Mrs. Dolan, who lived on 
the first floor of No, 94 Tilden avenue, saw an 
Itallan carry the trunk up-stairs about twenty 
minutes past 10 the day of the murder. 
Mrs. Dolan described him as a short, curiy- 
haired man with a black mustache—a descrip- 
tion which corresponded with that given by 
the bageagemaster of the man who checked 
the trunk and had been traced to Pittsburg 
and New York. Next day Ge- 
bardi, the man who checked the 
trunk, was arrested in New York. 
Giovanni Azari, Ignazio Silvestri, Ignazio 
Bova, Antonio Mercurio, and several others 
were arrested here. May 12 all the prisoners 
made full confessions of the parts which they 
played in the tragedy, to the effect that about 
9 o’clock the day of the murder Caruso came 
into the room at No. 94 Tilden ave- 
nue, in which were Azari, Silvestri, 
and Gelardi. Gelardi asked Caruso if be did 
not want to be shaved, and the latter, baving 
replied that he did, sat down in the chair for 
that purpose. Gelardi, who stood bebind him, 
and was iathering his face, suddenly slipped a 
rope with a knot tied in it around bis neck, at 
the same time placing his hand over bis mouth 
to atifie his cries. Silvestri and Azari seized 
the ends of the rope and pulled with all their 
foree until Caruso was choked to death. 


MRS. KLEDZIECK’S MURDERER SOON TO FOL-

Yesterduy was the ninth and last day of the 
trial of Frank Muikowski Tor the alleged mur- 
der of Mrs. Agnes Ki dzieck Aug. 22 last at 
No. 186 Southport avenue.

THE WISCONSIN POISONING. 


PROF. HAINES NOT THROUGH WITH GIS IN- 
VESTIGATION OF THE FREEBORN CASE. 
In reference to the case of Ann Freeborn of 

Fond du Lac, Wis., who was thought to have 

been poisoned, Prof. Waiter Haines said yee- 

teraay: “1 received the liver today, but will 
not conc!ude my analysis of it until the latter 
part of next week. and until then I would 
rather not express my opinion as formed from 
the analysis of the stomach. When the body 
was first diainterred the stomach was found 
cut open and its contents cleaniy and thor- 
oughly removed. I bad only the tissues of the 
organ to work upon. There are some poisons, 
lize “prussic acid and pbospborus, which 
leave oo trace except in the contents of the 
stomach, but in nine cases out of ten some of 
the. poison will have been absorbed into the 
tissues Of the stomach or the liver. If present 
at all it‘: would be in larger quantity in the 
liver and would be more easily detevted. The 
avalysis of the liver will eitner confirm or set 
whatever suspicions I may have formed from 
my previous analysis. If there are even traces 
of poison in the liver that will. be sufficient, 
and will be, indeed, doubly strong proof that 
the woman was given poison and died of it, 

But should 1 fail to find poison there will stin 

be grounds for supposing that sue died from

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In all genius there isa touch of oharlatau- 
ism. The Roman augurs who could not of old 
meet in the temple without smiling bad some- 
thing in common with the modern magiciaas 
of the pen who love to higbten the flash of 


their power with the shadows of mystery. In 


analyzing, therefore, the genius of men like 
Poe, or Disraeli, or Honoré de Balzac, it is well 
to separate with some care the clear accents of 
impassioned diction from the mummery of in- 
cantation. 

From bis Parisian garret the greatest of 
French novelists looked down upon the fever- 
ish struggle for existence going on about him 
until be mirrored the essence of the strife in 
his own soul, which became the arena of a 
universalamphitheatre. To the eye of the art- 
ist he added the restiess, turbulent soul of a 
man who sympathized with the sorrows that be 
painted, and who shared the very vanities and 
vices that he satirized. He went down into 
the streets and mixed with the hurrying crowd; 
and, thougn the figures that he followed often 
led him to hovels, every search wus rewarded 
with some revelation of human expe 
rience. “I ten their rags upon my 
back.“ be says; I walked with my feet in 
their tattered shoes; their desires, their wants 
—everything passed into my soul, and my soul 
passed into theirs; it was the dream of a wak- 
ing man.“ | 

No wonder that a being like thia, whose life 
spanned the first hal of the nineteenth cent- 
ury, became the prophet of realism in fiction, 
and left, under the soundihg name of The 
Human Comedy,” novele whose imaginative 
vigor and analytical acuteness nave absorbed 
and astonished mankind. But, as Balzac would 
have been quite as great a man had he not 
wrapped himself in a bear-skin of eccentricity, 
so, too, his works would bave been just 
as illummative bad he not given them 
a pretentious title in seeking a synthetic 
unity which at the best is not organic, but 
superficial. When, moreover, be professed to 
have fixed opinions in ethics and politics, he 
wrouged a nature which, from the very fact 
that it was artistic, could not be partisan. Wuat 
he calls the twin prineiples of Catholicism 
and Monarchy he attacks as often as he sus- 
tains, because bis instinct makes him, not a 
special advocate, but a seekerafter truth who 
vaults the barriers both of caste and creed. 
Where truth is not exaggerated as it ners 
through his many-hued imagination, the et- 
fect of bis work is moral; but writing like bis, 
unreserved and outspoken even to brutality, is 
only for mature minds that ask not for 
bomilies, but for facts upon which to base con- 
ciusions. 

Now that a new translation of Pere Goriot”’ 
is at band, a brief summary of its salient 
points may be welcome to the thousands of 
readers who through this medium will first 
make the acquaintance of a worid-tamous 
novel. They will be annoyed at times by the 
autbor’s self-consciousness; they will be 
amused at his charlatanism; they will find 
that birth and breeding he has studied not 
from the inside, but from the outside; and yet 
much oftener wili they be delighted with bis 
insight into human nature, bis analysis of 
motives, and his strong-fibred grasp of com- 
plex sovial conditions. 

The story is the pitiful one of an old man, a 
sort of Gallic Lear, who divides his fortune be- 
tween his daughters and retires to poverty, 
while be continues to love them in an eostasy 
of adoration. (Wo is it that io French fiction 
fiiial and paternal affection is so much more 
intensified and sentimentalized than in the lit- 
erature of any other country?) They marry 
men who are above them in 8 ; 

capital; they ret urn 
to their old tather only to despoll him of his 
lust pennies to pay the debtsof their lovers; 
and they finally leave him to die in qua 
poverty rather than forego the delights of a 
grand ball to which they areinvited. The 
drama opeus in a third-rate boarding-house, 
which is described with the fidelity 
of a Zola, from the garrett where the 
servants sleep down to the smeils of 
the dining-room, the scraps in the kitchen, 
and the sink in the yard. From this centre, 
where gatber personages representing many 
abades of life, shoot out rays that mlumine ali 
recesses Of Parisian existence. Eugéne de 
Restignac s a poor student with aristocregtic 
connecaons, who oscillates between the 
boudoirs and salons of wealthy women and the 
wretched apartment where dwelis old Goriot, 
the “ iacarnated genius of fatherhood.” Thus 
in quick succession is the reader treated to 
alternate views of gilded extravagance and of 
pinching pove:ty—two sides of the shield of 
life in sharp and vivid contrast. Old Gorvot, 
as he is called, is the butt of the ridicule and 
iil-humor of all the lodgers, who misinterpret 
all his motives and actions, and who dismiss him 
when he dies with the cold indifference that 
people in ali great cities feel for the death of a 
feilow-being. 

Human nature is hard on those who suffer humbly 
from a conscidusness that they are too feeble to 
resist, or wearily indifferent to their fate. Do we 
not all like to test our power by working our will 
on some:hing or somebody? 

De Restignac is painted asa young man well 
brought up in his honest country home, with 
an ardent Southern temperament, with gener 
our impulses, with a hungry ambition to suc- 
ceed in the world, and with no fixed conscience 
—apart from the promptings of personal honor 
—to guide bim while be picks his way along 
the edge of wickedness, and yet tries to save 
appearances in gainmg his end. When con- 

nted by a great temptation, such a man as 
this cannot resist it boldly, but dailies with it 
untu he finds some means of indirectly yield- 


It is by a course of mental compromise of this 
kind that men reach the stage of relaxed morality 
which characterizes our epoch; an epoch when it 
is rare—rarer than in any other age ot the world’s 
history—to find men of high principle; men with a 
sturdy sense of right and wrong; firm wills that 


never bow the knee to evil; natures to whom the | 


smallest deviation from the straight path seems a 
sip. 

When he takes some step that seeras dictated 
by a pure beart recoliing trom unworthy de- 
sires what more likely than that he has some 
other self-induigence in view, and, like the one 
spoken of by Plato in the Pheedo,”’ practices 
temperance in one thing only that be may be in- 
temperate in another.

The acquirement of certain knowledge is suf- 

ficient reason for the study of siaughtering au- 

imais by the breederand feeder, but the farmer 

should further become practically familiar 

with the different methods of killing and cut- 

ting up, Unavoidable casualties frequently 

overtake stock on the farms, in which cases i 

is o ten impossible to procure the services of 

2 * al butcher; the farmer, there- 

fore, by a knowledge of slsugbtering and 

dressing, can prevent the injured animal from 

dym in its blood, and thus save himself from 

considerable loss. 

Every large farm should be provided with a 
convenient siaughter-house, which need not be 
expensive, the requisits being a well-iaid floor 
baving sufficient slope to runoff the water, 
plastered walls, and a ventilator placed in the 
roof to maintain a draugbtof air. A cool, 
shady place, easily acocess:bie to animals and 
wagons, should be chosen as a suitable loca- 
tion for the house, and fresh water should be 
near at hand. A block and tackie should be 
suspended from a beam extended across the 
apartment from wali to wall, by which to hoist 
np heavy varcasses of beef, and strong hooks 
around the walls will be found useful on 
which to suspend carcasses of sheep and swine. 

PREPARATIONS. 

Previous to slaughtering all animals should 
be tied up for a period of time, regulated by 
the condition of the animal on ite arrival at 
the killing-house. If it has been driven @ oon- 
siderabie distance in a proper manner the 
bowels will be in a tolerably empty state, so 
that twelve hours will suffice, but if fuli and 
just off its food on the farm twenty-four hours 
may be required. Cattie should not be im- 
mediately slaughtered in cases where they 
have been overdrives, beaten with sticks, or 
in any way infuriated, or raised,“ but should 
be allowed to stand, receiving some dry food, 
such as hay, without water, until the symptoms 
have entirely disappeared. 

The reason for fasting previous to slaughter- 
ing is to give them time for the paunct and io- 
testines to empty themseives of food, for when 
an animal is killed with its stomach full of 
food the meat will not keep nor be so well 


flavored. 
SLAUGHTERING. 

Different countries adopt different methods 
of slauehtering cattle: In Paris the spinal 
cora of the cervical vertebra is severed with a 
sharp-pointed chisel, the blow being given 
whiie the animal is standing, and when it falls 
the blood is let out by opening the biood-ves- 
sels of the neck. This is also the mode of 
slaughtering in Germany, but the method most 
usual in Europe is to knock the ox down by a 
blow on the forehead from a pole ax, the blood 
being let out in the customary way. 

In some American slauguter-houses a. spear 
is used to sever the spinal cord, the thrust be- 
ing given by a man who walks on a plank 
placed immediately over the heads of the cat- 
tle to be slaughtered. The rifle is aiso used by 
some, but cannot be recommended, as acci- 
dents are apt to bappen. 


CUTTING UP. 

The skin and entrails having been removed 
the carcass is allowed to hang for twenty-four 
bours for cooling, uniess placed in a refrigerat- 
ang room, in which case less time is sufficient. 
The carcaes is then cut down by the backbone 
into two sides ready for cutting. 

The scotch and English modes of cutting up 
@ carcass of beef are different. The Scotch

SLAUGHTERING SWINE. 

Farmers are more familiar with the slaugbter- 
ing of swine than of cattle; we need not there- 
fore go into details. The proper manner of 
killing a bog 18. firat, to knock it on the head 
and wheu it is down thrust along sharp-pointed 
knife througu the counter near the bottom of 
the neck in the opening between the ribs and 
the sternum into the heart, care being taken 
that the thrust should not go between the 
shoulder-blade and the rids. This error is fre- 
quentiy made and has the effect of ccliecting a 
mass of blood under the shoulder-biade, where 
it coagulates and prevents the entire shoulder 
from being cured. 

CUTTING UP. 

Fig. 5 gives a clear idea of the usual methods 
of cutting up the carcass of the hog in Great 
Britain and America, the pieces being named 
as follows:

CLEVELAND AND THE LAW. 


MUST THE PRESIVENT BE FINED AND IM- 
PRISONED? 

The conciuding sections of the Civil-Service 
law read as follows: 

Sd. 14, That no officer, clerk, or other person in 
the service of the United States shall directly or 
indirectly give or band over to any other officer, 
clerk, or person in the service of the United States 
or to any Senator or member of the House of Rep- 
resentatives or Territorial Delegate, any money or 
other valuabie thing on account of or to be applied 
to the promotion of any political object whatever. 

Sec. 15. That any person who shall be guilty of 
violating any provision of the foregoing sections 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
shall on conviction thereof be punished by a fine 
not exceeding $600, or by imprisonment for the 
term of three years, or by such fine and imprison- 
ment both, in the discretion of the court. 

The New York Sun ina narrative of facts 
has accused President Cleveland of violating 
this law. The Sun alleges that Mr. Cleveland 
handed over to Private Seoretary Lamont, 
whose office is not personal, but public, the 
sum of $1,000 for a political contribution to 
the Democratic campaign fund of this State, 
which Lamont delivered to the State Committee 
here in New York. If these facts are true, and 
they have never been denied, both Cleveland 
and Lamont are law-breakers, and upon proof 
they must be convicted and fined or impris- 
oned, or both, at the court’s discreuon,

Charles B. Slocumb, the author of Nebraska's 

law, was from Iowa. He was not 
only from Jowa, but de was from Marsbail- 
town, my home. Before coming to Nebraska 
be was a student of mine. This is a matter of 
no consequence, but it gives the law 
an .additional interest to me. A great 
many lowa people will remember 
Charlie Socumb. He was a wonderfully 
quiet fellow, but very thoughtful and studious. 
fie never did a mean thing. He had no 
chem es; all who knew him loved bim. He 
was temperance through and turburh. The 
wonder was that he became a lawyer. He had 
A broad, i:beral mind, and he loved law. He 
loved its study. He loved the study of govern- 
ment. He went to Fairbury, in this State. It 
is only a mile or so from the Kansas line. He 
went there with William O. Hambie. They 
formed a partnership. Slocumb was the coun- 
selor, Hamble the advocate. Both became 
eminent, but the counselor became the favor 
it. The people liked Charlie Slocumb. They 
liked bim because be was commonplace, frank, 
thoughtful, wise, and honest. They elected 
him to the Legislature. It was an instanee of 
the office seeking the man. Charlie Slocumb 
never sought preferment. Honor was 
his, and merit and preferment came 
to him asa just reward. Unfortunately for 
Nebraska and the country he was doomed to 
asbort lite. He died at Lincoln two years ago 
at the age of 84 years. In 1881 he drafted 
what is now known as the Slocumb law. It 
was passed by the General Assembly of Ne- 
Draska that year. There was a bitter fight 
over it. The liquor men fought it tooth and 
pail. Many Probibitionists fought it. It had 
to contend with fanaticism and boodie. It 
beat them both. Mr. Slocumb’s face was 4 
perfect index ot the man. It was an open 
countenance, and yet strong. It was very 
kind, and yet very brigut. No one in Nebrae- 
ka was more loved than be. No one in future 
years will bave a prouder memory. 

THE SLOCUMB LAW. 


I bave almost a mind to give you this law in 
full. Perbaps few would care to read it all; I

stud-poker. The faro game was the only one 
running. The dealer was a young man very 
tidily dressed, and with very pleasant manners. 
He bowed to me pieasantiy as I waiked in, 
but kepton dealing the game and taking and 
paying the bets as if nothing had bap- 
pened. I sat there probebly fifteen min- 
utes. There were six players at the table 
—one a gray-headed and gray-bearded man of 
50, with a strong face like that of Grant. 
Across from bim sat a fatter mangwith smooth 
face, broadcloth suit, and a silk bat. He 
looked more | ke Grover Cleveland. The play- 
ere were all respectable-appearing men. I did 
pot hear a word spoken during the time I was 
there. The betting was light and evervthme 
was quiet, and orderly, pleasant. Just at 
the left of them and unengaged sat a bright, 
business-appearing young fellow of about 30. 
He seemed to be in charge of things, and when 
I walked over to the roulet-table he followed 
me. He wanted to know where I was from 
and I told him, and he knew agood many of 
the sporting fraternity of my own town. 
Il asked him if we city authorit es 
permitted them to run an open game, 
and he said they were fined monthly but not 
closed. He said they paid a fine of $27.50 a 
month, and that there were five open gambling 
houses in the city. He said there were a great 
many private games that were open only to 
certain cireles, but be said “hey were all known 
to the police and the city authorities, and they 
all had to pay $27.50 in fines each month. 
The next place was Maurer’s. It was a lunch 
and beer room. The windows were ecreened, 
but the doors were not. Then came the Pax- 
ton House bar. Itis a very elegant place, but 
not so large as I expected to see. It had only 
a solitary visor save myself. He looked like 
a bank president. He took bis whisky straight 
and in a business way, and paid for it and 
walked out as if another transaction 
was well closed. The next piace was 
Ea Wittig’s, ciosely screened and fair- 
ly patronized. The next place was 
the only basement saloon that 1 found. 
That was under the opera-house. The next 
ree, the Senate, Peter Gose’, and Byron 
ark’s closed the list on Farnam street. 
three places were closely screened; and 
every saloon I visited save the Tivoli had 
screens of different kinds, but all secnrely 
the bar from the street. Tue iact is, 
drink'ng whisky in a saloon is something most 
people are ashamed of. The patrons of these 
saloons want to drink bebind screens, and the 
saloonkeepers violate the law and screen them 
and the authorities permit it. Most of the 
restrictive features of the Slooumb law are a 
dead-ietter in Omaha. 

I must say of Omaha, however, that I did 
not see but two drunken -men in the city; one 
ma saloon and one at the depot. There was 
treating but no carousing. I noticed another 
thing: the saloonkeepers were superior men in 
general appearance; that is, they were better- 
appearing men than you usually find in the 
saloon business. 

CONCLUSIONS FORMED. 


I afterwards visited most of the saloons in 
the city, but not all. Many of them are far 
out. I visited none of these except four or 
five out near the Government Barracks. My 
impressions were that the character of the 
Omaha saloon bad rot been much changed by 
the Slocumb lav from what they were in 1880, 
when I last visited the city. I judged, bow- 
ever, from the appearance of the babitues 
whom I found n the saloons. I must say, 
however, ‘that further investigation convinced 
me that the character of the saioons in Omaba 
had been very much obanged by this law. 
After many observations and interviews I 
have come to the following conciusions with 
reference to the effect of the Slocumb law on 
the City of Omaha: 

First—It bas decreased the number of sa- 
joons fully two-thirds; that it has closed and 
prevented two-thirds of them. 

Second—It has closed the very worst sa- 


loons. 

Third—It has very greatly decreased the 
drink habit. 

Fourth—It has greatly improved those who 
have the drink habit. 

Fifth—It bas protected the people 
from the inevitable excesses and eviis conse- 
quent upon the traffic. 

Sixth—It has given to the City of Omaha the 
— government of which its people are capa- 
bie. 
Seventh—iIt has greatly relieved the taxpay- 


ers. 

Now if I can without being too tedious 
I want to tell you what has ied me to 
these conclusions. In 1880 Omaha had 
only one-haif of its present popu ation, 
but it bad 200 saloons. I got this information 
from very many. My informants upou whom 
I most relied, however, were the Hon. W. F. 
Buchel, President of the Board of Aldermen; 
the Hon. J. B. Southard, the City Clerk; and 
tte Hon. &. M. Stenberg, Judge of the Police 
Court. Mr. Buchel was formerly a resident of 
Chicago. 

Omaha has grown wonderfu'ly during the 
last five years. It bas doubied its population. 
Rapid growth in cities always breeds saloons. 
Newcomets who are given to drinking make 
lively times for saloonkeepers. With its 200 
saicons and 30.000 inbabitants in 1880 ix might 
reasovabiy be expected now with its 60,000 in- 
babitauts to have 500 saloons, certainly 400, 
but it bas only 143. Though the population 
bas doubied, the saloons bave decreased 30 per 
cent. Does not this speak well for the Slooumb 
law? Does it not speak well for Omaha? 

Now, fifty-seven saloons have been closed and 
from 200 to 300 have been p-evented, and tnere 
is no doubt from what I learn but that these 
fifty-seven saloons tnat have been closed were 
the very worst in the city. 


: HELL’S HALF-ACRE.

past will remember the section on Twelfth

THE BEAUTY OF THE LAW. 

The beauty of the Slocum) law in these cities 
is this: it gives ite supporters the advantage. 
It gives them the bést of the fight. It places 
victory in reach of ite adherents. There is no 
success like success itself, you know. Will 
the Slocumb law insure success? Its adherents 
have to fight, but they fight to win. They bad 
to fight bere in Omaha. The line of battie was 
well defined. The supportersof the law on the 
one side and its opponents on the other. it 
Was a bard-fought batte and it was a bloody 
one. The whole liquor traffic fought 
the law, but they got the worst 
of it. The supporters of the law downed the 
snioonkeepers. In the first place, the temper- 
ance people came to the support of the law. 
Not only that. but the taxpayers came to its 
support. Now, you see, the BSlocumb law 
joins the temperance peop e and the taxpay- 
ers. That makes a strong team. Noton! that, 
but the best element of drinking clusses came 
to its support. They wanted saloons, but not 
80 Many of them, and they wanted them taxed. 
You see, the Slocum) law jomed the character, 
the wealth, and the muscle of the city in its 
support, and Mr. Saloonkeeper got daowned. 
The Slocumbites carried the day and took pos- 
session of the city.. Théy elected the Mayor 
and Aldermen and appointed the volice. That 
is what law and order in these cities need, They 
need the Mayor and the police. Paper penalties, 
however heavy and stringent, are ineffective 
when the suloonkeepers have the Mayor and 
the police. 


COMPARED WITH COUNCIL BLUFFS, 

The Slocumb law gives law and order victory 
because it gives them the Mayor and the po- 
lice. Look at Omaba and Council. Biuffs. Pro- 
hibition gives Council Bluffs the heaviest pen- 
alties of any temperance law ever enacted, but 
it gives the saloonkeepers and gamblers the 
Mayor and police. The result is the saloon- 
keepers and gambiers run the town. I said 
that the Slocumbites had to ficht, and so ther 
did. Their leader was Watson B. Smith. He 
was a grand mau. He was Clerk of the Federal 
Courts. He led the forces in Omaha just as Blake, 
Reickel, Sweringen, and Simms tried to do in 
Iowa. Lake them he got anonymous letters 
threatening bie life. One morning be was 
found dead. A bullet bad been sbot through 
his head from behind bim. Some sneaking, if 
not hired, cur bad shot him from behind. It 
bas not been proved that the saloonkeepers 
killed Smith, but there are few ia Omaha. or in 
Nebraska, that doubt it; and on Decorstion- 
Day women and chiid en and gray-baired men 
cover his grave with flowers. Whether right- 
fuily or wrongfully, he is regarded by them as 
& martyrto the Slocumb law. I wish 1 could 
send you his photograpb. I wish you could 
give it to your readers.

Not 
that pronibition is unworthy, but because in 
Omaba it was impossible, Look at the heroes 
in lowa that 1 have named. They have 
fought bravely, but probibition in Duduque. 
Davenport. Buriington, Keokuk, and Counoll 
Biuffs is tmpossibie. To stop the traffic in these 
places against the Mayor and police, and with 
nothing to dacht with but paper penalties, is 
like damming the Mississippi with a straw. The 
fact is that the State cannot afford to under- 
take the expense, the care, and the responsi- 
bility of running the domeatic affairs of these 
cities. It would require an army to do it; 
nothing but martial law in these cities 
can ever enforce probibition. No party can 
afford to deviare for martial law in these 
cities. If u did it would be beaten at the 
polis. The o ties of America bave everywhere 
been accorded the right of selt-government in 
their domestic and o vil affairs. They are not 
permitted to be independent of the State, but 
they are permitted to elect their own Mayors 
and their own police, and to enforce their own 
police laws, and to manage their own domestic 
affairs. Now, unless the State takes these 
rights away from these cities it must respect 
them. Unti the State takes away these righis 
from the cities ther@ ie only one way that the 
State can help the law and order people in 
these cities, and that is: to give them an issue 
upon which they can win at the polis. Ger- 
ing them prohibition, with no other al- 
ternative, imposes upon them an im- 
possibility, and takes tbe city govern- 
ment out of their hands and ttrns it 
over to the saloons. To allow the city author 
ties to fix the license would give no relief. 
Tnat was the mistake of the Iowa Democrats 
this year. That was the mistake of the Wie- 
econsin law. The State wants to make the 
issue. It wants to fix the standard just as 
high as is practicable. Omaha before the Slo- 
cumb law bad a license of $100. One Council 
did put it up to $500, but the $500 iL.cense was 
short-lived and it dropped back to $100. Du- 
buque, Davenport, Buriington, Keokuk, and 
Council Bluffs if left entirely to themselves 
would never have a high license, but if g ven 
the alternative of bigh license or no license 
they will adopt and eniorce high license.

Matters of Mileage—Changes in Unt em- 
Order Regarding Military Prisoners 
The Latest Special Orders. 


Wasutneron, D. C., Nov. 18.—[Apeelal. - An 
opinion has been rendered by the second Con- 
troller of the Treasury which will be received 
with much disfavor by army Officers who ere 
graduates of the Military Academy. In the 
case of First- Lieutenant Samuel Rodman, Firsi 
Artillery, who has recentiy fled a claim for 
longevity pay under the Morton decision, he 
has taken tue ground that Paragraph 84 of the 
Army Regulations allowing three months’ leave 
of absence without reduction of pay to all 
cadets from the time of graduation is in con- 
flict with tne law and therefore vod. The re- 
sult of this opinion is that ali graduates 
who have received full pay for the first three 
months after becoming officers, that is if they 
took advantage of the regulation referred to, 
will be called upon to refund the difference 
between half-pay and full-pay for the whole 
period of the three months, except for the first 
thirty days, which is allowed them ty the 
statutes. In this connection the Second Con- 
troller bas also decided that à graduated cadet 
is only a “candidate for a comimesion,"’ and 
continues to be a cadet until he is made an 
officer’ by the usua! process of appointment ana 
confirmation. Lieut. Rodman was graduated 
June 13, 1882, and received and accepted his 
commission July 21, 1882. 

He drew the full pay of a Second-Liéutenant 
from the date first mentioned. The Controller 
holds that he had been overpaid’ the difference 
between the pay of a cadet and that of a Sec- 
ond-Lieutenant for the period covered by the 
two dates, and a reduction ot bis lengevity pay 
bas been directed accordingly. This 1 — 
Opin on will likewise affect al. graduates of the 
Military Academy. It is expected that 
Lieut. Rodman will bring bis case before the 
Court of Claims, 80 there will probably be no 
reduction of pay of other officers for the pres 
ent. Ufficers familiar with the laws on the 
subject do not believe the courts will sustain 
the Controlier in his ruling.

court-martial cases. It bas been the custom to 
allow new anpo ntees to this department about 
a year at boadquarters in order that they may 
become thoroughly acquainted with their du- 
ties before being made an Inspector of a de- 
pariment. No further changes need therefore 
be expected in the stations of officers of this 
department for at least a year. 

The subject of desertion is again referred to 
at considerable length in the annua report of 
the Inspecter-General for the current year. 
As some of the reports of the InspectorGen- 
rails bad not been received when Gen. 
Davis made the reports it was not possible to 
give the total number of desertions which 
have oceurred during the year, but from the 
information availa:ie the conclusion was 
renched tua the numbe is d¢creasing. The 
true cause for desertion seems to be as much 
of a problem as ever, so varied are the opin- 
ions of thuse who have investigated the sub- 
ject. Some of the principal ones are stated by 
Gen. Davis to be the enlistment of men of va- 
rious characters and of weak minds, of men 
whoenter the service for temporary support 
or who wish transportation to other points 
(usually West), and who imtend to desert, 
restiesness under the restraint of dise pline 
and changed condition of life and the duty 
and constant labor in connection with military 


causes, 
one of which is due to the association with and 
influence of bad men and uncongenial com- 
rades, coupled with the idea that desertion is 
not a crime nor is so considered by .the people 
generally. 
A wenéral order was issued from headquar- 
ters today prescribing the followmg new regu- 
lations on the subject of mileage: 


To entitie an officer to mileuge the travel must be 
performed without troops, and be covered by a 
specific order in each case issued by a superior of- 
ficer previous to the commencement of every jour- 
ney. Toenable an officer traveling under an or- 
der which requires only a part of the contemplated 
travel to be made with troops to have mileage for 
that part of the travel which is to de 
performed without troops ‘the order should 
direct the Quartermaster’s Department to “ fur- 
nish the necessary transportation for so 
much of the journey as is to be performed with 
troops.” Advance mileagé may be paid without 
special authority when the distance to be traveled 
is not less than 2,000 miles. This will not apply. 
however, to journeys in which the order contem- 
plates delays at intermediate points, affording op- 
portunity to collect miieage for completed travel. 
No officer of the army shall tesue orders to himself 


or 40 a subordinate requiring travel beyond the 


bis command, creating a ciaim 
for mileage, and officers of the staff depart- 
ments who do not report for orders to the 
General commanding the division or department in 
whioh they are serving will make application 
through military channels, to be submitted to the 
Secretary Of War, for orders directing travel on 
public bunsiness. When the exigencies of the oc- 
casion Clearly require its authority may be solicited 
by telegraph for the necessary journey. This does 
not appiy to officers of the engineer corps. 

Inspector-Generail Dav 8. in his annual re- 
port, says the inspection of money ac- 
counts shows that the funds of the army, as 
far as discovered, have been faithfully dis- 
bursed. The supplies furnished by the supply 
departments were generally good and satisfac- 
tory. The bealth of the troops has been gen- 
erally good at a majority of the posts, and 
thore has beeu a marked improvement in drill, 
knowledge of tactica, and tne military bearing 
and dress of the men. The improvement in 
rifile-practice is highly commendabie. Fiela 
artillery has not kept pace with that of small 
arms. Gen. Davis recommends the as 
sembling of ail fie. d-batteries or a school 
of theoretical and practical instruction. 
The purchase of cavairy horses the last year 
bas been attended with delay and difficulty, as 
suitable horses are not easily obtained. It is 
suggested that a cavairy-school be established 
for thorough instruction in this arm. Gen. 
Davis says it will be advantageous for the Gov- 
ernment to have a stud for breeding, to a iim- 
ited extent, horses of the best strain, shape, 
and vigor, which should be the standard 
cavairy horse. This would encourage farmers 
to breed alike class of horses, The law re- 
quiring the purchase of al supplies after pub- 
lic advertisements is condemned, and instances 
are cited where the advert sement cost 
more than the supplies purobased under it. 
There are 119 military posta, of which over 40 
per cent have two companies or less. The 
concentration of these, says Gen. Davis, into 
a much smaller number, with a corresponding 
increase of the garrisons, would nodouptedly 
improve the efficiency and well-being of the 
army and promote economy in the service, 
the necessity heretofore ex sting for many of 
them having ceased. The character of the men 
enlisted for a year or two past has been im- 
proving, but further improvement in thé en- 
listments is needed,

THE ANTIIRACITE COAL MINERS OF PENN- 
SYLVANIA ARE MAKING THREATENING DE- 
MANDS FOR AN INCREASE—MASSACHU- 
SETTS CLERKS WANT MORE REST. 
WILkKesBaRee, Pa., Nov. 12.—([Special.}—It 

looks as though a great strike was imminent 

in the anthracite coal regions. There have 
been mutterings and threats for some time, 
but the men, in view of pas‘ disastrous strikes, 
were loath to take the initiaistep. The last 
great strike was in 1878, when the men were 
beaten and compelled to return to work at the 
old-time wages. The men were badly crippied 
after their long siege of idleness and many of 
their families were on the verge of starvation. 
They were in debt everywhere, and 
some of the most prominent merchants 
were compelled to go into bankruptcy 
in oousequence. A great many people then 
thought that the last strike in the antbracite 
coal regions had taken place. large com- 


panies, to insure against any further troutle, 


imported large armies of foreign labor, so that 
in time the labor market was overrun and the 
men could only get work half time 
This was what we ors wanted. 
For the last six however, the 
men have been working tty steady, and 
many of them have a good of money laid 
away. The great trouble between employers 
and employés now is that coal win great de- 
mand, and that the cOmpanies are advancing 
the agg Fe gees they neglect to advance the 
wages. miners in the Wroming Valley 
also claim that they are discriminated against 
by the Reading Company, ‘who sent 
all their empty coal-cars to their 
own mines in the Schuylkill Valley and negiect 
the leased mines of the New Jersey Central. 
The consequence is that in the present great 
rush for coal oars are scarce, and when there 
are no cars the mines must ieidie. President 
Harris of tue State Miners’ Association, who is 
now in this county Organizme the men, says 
there wi.l be a strike soon unless justice is 
done the men.

THREE PROMINENT DEMOCRATS IN THE

manufacturers to make an exhibit of tbeir 

in connection with dairy products. Mr. 
Mils said that permission had been 
granted to such manuiacturers to exhibit 
their goods in the building, but not particu- 
lariy as dairy products. A resoludon to this 
effect was passed at a meeting of the State 
Board of Agriculture held Wednesday, at 
which a number of butterine manufacturers 
were present and stated that a arge number 
of so-calied creameries and buttermakers in 
Hilinoie and lowa were daily mixing neutral 
with their butter and selling it as pure dairy 
butter; that thousands of pounds of neutral 
were shipped from this city dally to such 
creamery men; and that the men in the Na- 
tional Dairy Convention who had been kicking 
so hard against the manufacture of butterine 
were the very ones who were using the neu- 
tral. One manufacturer of the product had 
deo ared that he alone was suppiying thirty- 
eight creameries in the Northwest with neu- 
tral. Ata meeting of the board held yester- 
day a resolation was adopted  charg- 
ing these things against the butvermakers 
o the country and declarimg that the State 
Board would decline to pay any awards to ex- 
hibiters until each had submitted a written 
statement and made affidavit to the same that 
their exhibits were n every way what they 
claimed them, pure dairy products. Mr. Hinch 
did not believe the charge. He did not think 
that creamery men were made of thet kind of 
material. If, however, there were any among 
them who bad been dishonorable enough to 
resort to such methods, then their names 
should be learned and they should be pub- 
lished, 

Mr. Holmes of Minnesota, Chairman of the 
committee, appeared at this juncture and made 
bis report, which was substantially the same as 
above stated. He further reported that, when 
pressed to give the name of the manufacturer 
who charged thirty-eieht creameries with 
aduiterating their butter, be finaliy admitted 
that it was Mr. Armour. 

“GOING FOR” THE STATE BOARD. 

The report of the committee excited much 
warm discussion, in which tae members pres- 
ent indignantly resented the charge made 
against Northwestern dairymen. Chairman 
McGlincey ot Bigin stated that the creamery 
men of the Northwest could not permit the 
charge to go unrefuted. No names of the 
dairymen charged with ustng neutral had been 
given, and the charge consequently reflected 
upon every dairyman in the Northwest. 

Mr. Seymour of New York said that the 
dairy men of the West should o ganize and em- 
pioy counsel to proceed agaideat the State 
Board of Agriculture in Illtaois and make 
them prove the truth or falsity of their esser- 
tions. If such action should be determined 
upon, the speaker would guarantee $500 to 
$1,000 to defray the necessary expense. 

Mr. Seymour then offered a resolution re- 
questing the State Board of Agriculture to fur- 
nish ali the evidence in their possession which 
in any way rolatesto the charge against — 
thirty-eight ereamery men referred to, and 
submit the same witbin ten days’ time to the
